One day last August a man who 
knows a bit about mining was rid­ 
ing along a gravel road in the Hicks 
Dome area of Hardin county. 
This man, J. W illis Crider of 
Marion, Ky., head of the Crider 
Fluorspar Co. of Marion, had a 
Scintillator in his car with him. 
The Scintillator is a device that re­ 
cords radioactivity and 
is much 
more sensitive than a Geiger count­ 
er. 
And sensitive the instrument got 
as the car approached the Hicks 
Dome area. 
Thoughts of uranium 
ore deposits rushed through the 
mind of the man at the wheel 
Mr. Crider parked his car and 
made his way up and down tho 
area, getting a most excellent re 
sponse from the instrument he c-r 
lied in his hand. 
News Breaks This Week 
Mr. Crider, wno found the first 
radioactive deposits in Kentucky in beion 
the Katawa Springs area, where Wi{h lh 
so far nothing has been done about 
getting out the ore, did not rush 
around telling everybody what he 
had discovered. 
Instead, he went 
back to his home and began to sur­ 
vey just what be had found. 
On January IO he sent young 
George Edward Winn and \V

beshear* into the area to make 
some further test* and with a group 
of men from his tow n began a quiet 
job of finding just what they warn 
ed to lease 
The news that big uranium de 
posits lay in the Hicks Dome arca 
broke early this week and that is 
the big talk now in Hardin county 
Whether it turns out to be a bo 
nanu or not remains to he seen

by a vote of 62 24 Wednesday. But 
the Senate pay hike was Ie-- than 
the $10.uoo raise the House voted 
for last week.
